The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

Cairns 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being,ndefini,e for 
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regards as .he invention. The term "tracking device" in daim 1 is a relative term that 
renders the daim indefinite. The term "tracking device" is no, defined by the daim, .he 
specification does no. provide standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would no, be reasonably apprised of me scope of the 
invention. For example, the tracking device is confusing because it is firs, understood as 
a whole system which indude the computer and a mouse, and after that i, is unders,ood 

as a mouse or a joystick or any input device.

in reference to claims 1 and 9, Rohen discloses a system which indudes a 
computer 1 1 connect to the mouse 17 having tactile feedback, which is shown more 
detail in Fig. 2. The system also has a keyboard 1 3 for alphanumeric input and a 
speaker 15 for beep, tone, and computer simulated speech output. Although not 
connected physically by wires to the computer, a virtual display 19 is shown in broken 
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tactile and audio feedback tha, is provided by the computer (see coiumn 3, lines 43-65). 
,„ addition, as shown in Fig. 1 , the program that implement the method of .he system, 
included are the application program 21 , which are preferably written as object oriented 
programs using a language such as Smalltalk or C- (column 4 line 10-22). 

,n reference to claims 2-3 and 10-11. Rohen discloses that the methodof the 
invention determines an object has been located by providing feedback to the mouse 
when a bounded is encountered. A contrast point on the display causes a feedback 
sensation in the hand moving the mouse. To allow for rapid and drcui.ous movement o, 
the mouse it is necessa* for the user feedback to be instantaneous. For this reason, 
feedback in the form of a mild electrical impulse, a physical vibration or other fas. 
response manifestation is a preferred embodiment (column 2, lines 59-68). In addition, 
Rohen disdoses if an icon object is encountered, me icon's property and use wil, be 
abated or depending upon the program and the sequence o, button depressions, .i 
wi „ b. expanded so i. can be more easily .raced by .he user with the mouse (coiumn 3, 
lines 1-16).
